My Old Friend ; 

Shall never forget, and am confident that you cannot bur re- 
member, the ſcrious Diſcourſe wherewich you entertained me 
at your Houſe, in the Evening of that Black Day, when a packer 
Jury burcher'd that well-deſerving Citizen and Alderman, Mr. 
Corniſh, within ſight of Guildhall; you did then, wich the high- 
eſt Sorrow, .lamenc that Gentleman's Fall, and manifeſted a deep 
Abhorrence of your own Error, in giving your Votre to advance 
Sir Zobn Moore to the Chair 3 ro whoſe unhappy Promotion you very 
feelingly and ſenſibly impured rhe many Miſchiefs which from thar 
Day had befallen your Famous City, and in particular che ſhedding 

that Innocent Blood, which to this Day cries for Vengeance. 

Cur long continued Friendſhip ( dear Sir ) will, I queſtion nor, 
juſtify me 1n preſenting to your view at this time, ſome few of thoſe 
Melancholy Obſervations which you then made ; and I do it to the 
end, that, ſo far as in me lies, I may prevert your Relapſing into your 
former Error of miſplacing your Vote, at the enſuing EleQion of 4 
Lord Mayor. L 

Youremembred me ( wick a becoming Deteſtation of the Fa&) of 
Sir Fobn Moore's notorious and impudent Uſurpation upon your Anci- 
ent and Undoubred Rights, in raviſhing from the Cicy the Righr of 
Ele&ing Sheriffs ; this you aggravated, by noting that you were, with 
the dread of Pikes and Muſquets, debarr'd and kept from your Righr of 
EleQion 3 and that Sir Jobn Moore, Sir William Prichard, Sir James 
Smith, wich others of cheir Party, by their Warranc, brought a Body 
of Souldiers into the Hall ; and commanded Lieutenant Coloxel Quinty, 
who led chem, ro Affronr, Aſſault, and Thruſt, not only Commoners, 
bur even Six of your Aldermen our of the Hall; who (as you named 
them) Iremember were, Sir Robert Clayton, Sir John Lawrence,Sir Pa« 
Fient Ward, Sir Thomas Gold, Sir Jobn Shorter, and Mr. Corniſh. 

You went on, minding me how ſhamefully the Sheriffs, North and 
Rich, whom Sir obs Moore in an Arbitrary and Hoſtile manner had 
impoſed upon the City, packet Juries ro deſtroy Men ; and in particu- 
hr the great and invaluable £ord Ruſſel, the loſs of whom you ſaid 
could never be ſufficiently lamented, 

You alſo obſerved, thar from rhar faral Day of Sir Fon Moore's taking 
the Chair, we were to dare all the Calamitics which befel che Ciry, 
and Kingdom alſo, ro the Day of the lace King's Abdication, And 
amongſt many others, you reckon'd, | 

1. The Diffolution of the Ancient and Well-eſtabliſh'd Government 
of rhe City, by the bringing the Quo Warranto againſt your Charter. 

2. The making it a Riot in the Livery.-Men to appear at Guild-Hell 
to EleR Sheriffs; and then packing a Jury of implacable, and imbitter'd 
Tories, who were themſelves the only true Rioters, to' find Mr. Pil- 
kington and Mr. Shute, (then Sheriffs) SIr Thomas Player, (your Cham- 
berlain) Mr. Bethel, Mr. Corniſh, Mr. Deagle, and many other eminent 
Cirizens, guilty of a Riot, in aiſerting rheir Right ro chuſe Sheriffs; 
and alfo the impriſoning the Sheriffs in che Tower for no other Crime. 

3. The tranſcendent Exorbitancy of the wicked Juries then re- 


turned 3 many Inſtances whereof you laid.before me, and remembred, 


me that (beſides the Murders which they commirred) their unrigh- 
teous VerdiQts drove Sir Patient Ward, Mr. Papillon, and many other 
Perſons of great Deſerr, into Exile, You further added, thar their 
mad Zeal for the Intereſt of their Darling Popiſh Succeſſor, ſpared no 
Rank nor Order of Men ; inſtancing their giving up that Reverend and 
highly Deſerving Divine, Mr. 7ohnſon, co be ignominjouſly and barba- 
roaſly whipp'd, for his honeſt-and ſeaſonable Oppoſition to the Po- 
Piſh Deſigns chen on foor. Their finding that Grave aud Pious Divine 
Mr. Baxter, guilty of a High Miſdemeanour, (as they call'dir) for no 
other Offerce, than writing aginſt the Pope and his Biſhops, which by 
an accurſed Tmuendo, they made to intend the Biſhops of the Chnrch 
pf England. You moreoyer obſerved, how that they, upon every Oc- 
rafion where it was demanded, very prodigally gave 100000. Da- 
mages againſt private Perſons ; inſomuch that Sir Tho. Pilkington, Mr. 

olt, Dr. Oates, Mr. Covert, and My. Culliferd were made Debtors to 
the Dube of York, and his Priſoners in Execurion, for 500000 /. for 
only afſerting and averring, that the Duke was defigning to ſubje& us 
ro. "Had and Slavery, or for Diſcourſes to that effet. 

4- You did not forget to expreſs your Deteſtation of the malicious 

roſecution, and heavy Oppreſlion of Sir Samuel Barnardiſton and 
Ar. Wilmer, the Foremen of the two Grand Juries, which (as you 
well obſerved) for a time, and till Sir Jobs Moore was moſt unhappi- 
ly advanc'd to the Chair, ſtem'd the Villanous and Bloody Deſigns of 
thoſe, who wefe abour to Kidnap the good People of theſe three glori- 
ous Kingdoms to Rome, And thar by returning 1gn0ramus upon the In- 
.di&menrs againſt che Earl of Shafishwy and Mr, Colledge, a Verdia 
which you ſaid none. but Men forſaken of common Scnſe and Honeſty 
did complain cf. 

Theſe (Sir) wich abundance of other foul Fats which have flip'd 
my Memory, you placed to Sir Fobn Moor:'s Account, aad did with 
no ſmall regrer acknowledg, that by him the Banks of our Security 
were vroken down, and thar you, with a ſad Hearr beheld the Tor- 
rent of Popery and Arbitrary Power carrying all before it. 


' Now as1am aflured ( my good Friend?) chat you will agree that I, 


do not miſremember your Diſcourſe on that ſad Occaſion of Alderman 
'Corniſh's Aurder ; fo 1 doubt not bur you will bear with me, in dealing

they are now exerting themſelves with more chan ordinary Induſtry 
co bring Sir Jonathan Raymond, or Sir Peter Dame! to the Chair ? » 

Ic highly concerns you (Sir) I muſt tell you, ro be watchful againſt 
the Men, who encouraged and criumph'd in the Marders of lace com- 
mitred amongſt you 3 and who to this hour go on to palliate and ex- 
cuſe, if nor to juſtify them 3 Againſt the Men who overcurn'd the 
Foundations of your Government 3 Againſt rhe Men who were fond 
of Vaſſalage and Slavery to that degree, that rhey made Addreſſes of 
Thanks co King Charles IF. for breaking two Parliaments in the com- 
paſs of three Monrhs, and promifed him ro venture their Lives and 
Fortunes to maintain the Violation of the Conſtitution of che Englith 
Government ; Againſt the Men who cry'd up a Popiſh Swccefſor as the 
only means to preſerve the Charch of England, * 

- Now had I the honour of a Vote amongſt you, fall as ic would, I 
ſhould be careful neither co place it upon any of theſe Men, nor where 
they place theirs, bur going againſt chem, ſhould certainly conclude 
my felf ro be in the right; 1 ſhould moſt furely vote for Men of 
undoubred Loyalty ro the preſent Government, and who gave Dcmon- 
ſtratjon thereof by a conſtant adherence ro the Principles upon which 
ir js founded, and by oppoſition to thoſe wicked Deſigns upon our 
Religion, Laws ahd Liberties, from which his moſt Gracious Majeſty

clared them to be very honeſt Men. 

2. The then LZord-Mayor, ( Sir Patiezt Ward) che Aldermen and Common- 
Council of the City, having ( after che aſtoniſhing Diffolurion of the 
Oxford Parliament ; upon the 13th of May 1681, drawn up a Pttitiox 


and Addreſs to the King, ſetting forch the imminent danger of Popnry, 
and its Encouragement from the hopes of a Popiſh Succeflor, and praying 


that the King would call a Parliament to provide againft the Miſchiefs 
threatning the City and Kingdom, This Petition was carried to Windſor 
by my Lord- Mayor, Sir Robert Clayton and Sir George Treby the Recor- 
der : but they were diſgracefully reje&ted, and denied Acceſs co the 
King, when at the fame time Sir William Tirner and Sir Jobs More, 
who carried a TORT ADDRESS, thanking the King for bis Declaration 
(larely emitred co diſgrace and vilify the two laſt Parliaments) and 
promiſing to ſtand by him in the Vislation of the Laws, with thtir Lives and 
Fortunes were received and highly careſſed. 

The Petition of the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen and Common-Council, being 
afterwards upon the next Council-day ( the 19th of May ) carried 
ro Hampton-Conrt, and there preſented 3 Sir Zonathas Raymond, with 
Sir William Prichard, Sir George Jefferies, and others of the Commiſſioners 
of the Lieutenancy, came in Perſon, and in oppoſition to the Ciry-Peti- 
tion, preſented a Petition ſerring forch, that they were infinitely ſatisfied 
with the King's Declaration | which in truth was a Libel upon che rwo 
laſt Parliaments” and that they were unanimouſly reſolved to venturs their 
Lives and Fortunes for bim in oppoſition to, and defiance of all Enemits and 
Oppoſers of what Set or ſort ſorver, | Now theſe Gentlemen appearing 
in dire& oppoſition to, and defiance of the Ciry-Perition, I leave ic 
ro the World to judg who are the Enemits and Oppoſers, ro whom they 
here bid Defiance 3 and whether this very Petition which aſſured the 
King of the Sword of the City, was not an Invitation to the bringing 
the faral Quo Warranto againſt the Ciry Charter ? } | 

3- 'Tis notoriouſly known what Endeavours were uſed in the” © 
Mayoralty of Sir William Prichard, to have Tories only 1n the Govern- 


- ment of the City; and ir being found that in Biſhopſgate-Ward, the 


Inhabirants had better ſenſe than to chooſe  Common-Councl-Min of 
cheir ſtamp, it was proje&ed to divide the Ward, and to have only four 
of the fourteen Common-Council-Men which that Ward ſends, choſen 
withour, and the reſt within che Gare, where they knew that ex- 
cluding rhe Inhabicanrs wirhour the Gare, they had a Strength to carry 
it 0 their Minds ; and in particular to bring in chat ſplenerick bloody . 
Tory Langham, one of Alderman Corniſh's ary, and Sir Jonathan 


'Raymond*s Deputy, and Direffor, For the accompliſhing this Detign, 


Sir Zonathan being Alderman of that Ward, refuſed to go to an 
Election upon St, Thomas's Day, according to the Ulage of che Cicy,

Ward without Repreſentatives in the Common-Council, till an AX 
of Common-Council was paſſcd to divide the Ward.

ro be an officicus Witneſs againſt che Sheriffs and other Citizens whe 


were indicted for the Riot which Sir Zobn Moore made at the Ele&ion
